A Spanish 
steamship belonglpB to Bttl|ao, canglit 
Are at about 8 o'eioek Friday sf tetfiooa 
while the steamer was alongside the 

quay discharging part of her pargo, 
which comprised nearlv 2,000 tons of 
oUpiliRit werobandlM. ' thoagk the 
uSi& ^art of thtt 3^go wittTfron ore. 
and a number of ^ke u| Huur, barrels 
o{ wine, many easek of tetrouuln siid 
•rer ROO dim «r d^&ttSTS which 
only SO caaea were deelwed on the 
steamer's manifest The remaininK 
480 cases of dynamite were contraband, 
and, to the shame of the shippers of 
this contraband dynamite, it hus 
caused immense loss of life and vast 
duiage to pitoperty. 
' The fire was first discorered in the 
coal bunkers, and is said to h»vo been 
due either to spontaneoue combustion 
or to some carelessness npon the part 
of the engineers or firemen. In any 
OM* %9e| brolie out from the bankers 
ati Sl(ottf tie hont mentioned, and soon 
mgmi so fiercely as to be beyond con- 
trol of the ship's crew, thongh the hit- 
ter promptly took steps to smother the 
Are. Finally, seeing that the fire was 
Reading m tJu bunke];8, and the tire 
was driTTngthe iirew from below, the 
futhorities were notified, the fire de- 
■artment and a detachment the dric 
guard being sent to the scene. 

Leading municipal authorities head- 
ed the firemen and guards in the effort 
made to save the steanier. The pro- 
vincial governor, who wttt one of the 
first to reach, the spot, displayed the 
greatest activity in directing the opera- 
tfons, and npon learning that the ship's 
ntanifest showed that there were 'iO 
cases of dynamite on board, the firemen 
were direc ted to asBist the crew in 
bringing this quantity of explosive uia- 
terial asnore. This wa»< dune in safety. 
It was believed that no iimre dynamite 
remained on board and a tug, which 
had been hastily sunimoned to the spot, 
was ordered to tow tho burning vesRt'l 
out into the bay in order that the liaiu«ti 
might pot communicate to the wharf 
and to adjoining property which was of 
a decidedly coinbastiole nature, many 
of the buildings consisting of rickety 
old houses which a few sparks wight 
set on fire. 

In the meantime thousands of peo- 

Stle had crowded down to the quay and 
bronged the promenades contiguons 
to it, attracted by the fire on board the 
steamer, for tho blaze from the bunk- 
ers soon acted as a beacon, which 

Suided liurge numbers of the'inhabitauta 
>ward ^e water's edge, anxious to 
see this really novel sight. The news 
soon spread through the town that 
the civic guard and firemen were en- 
gaged in a struggle on the quay witli a 
conflagration wnich threatened to de- 
stroy a large steamship. 

The fire from the ship's bunkers 
spread qoicklv a&d ignited the pe- 
troletim, which formed nart of the 
cargo and which the antnoritios Jiad 
for some reason or other failed to re- 
move when the 90 oases of dynamite 
were taken ashore. 

At about 4:80 p. m. a detonation on 
the steamer showed, as it afterward 
ttnmed out, that^the boilers h«id hxiHt 
and soon after thire was another ter- 
rible detonation heard, the steamer 
seemed to opeu-ki half, sending a blaze 
of fire skyward over which a crown of 
SBBOke rested for several minutes, a re- 
port of such awful intensity was heard 
that it shook the earth for miles 
around, caused houses to totter, smashed 

Sry window within the radious of a 
S shot, filled the air with an im- 
mense mass of dying iron, burning 
wood, blackened and scorch>-<l beams 
wbich soon after fell, a deatli-dealing 
hail upon the seighboring bouses uoat- 
tering death and ^eetruotiou wherever 
it crushed downward. 

The scene following the blowing up 
of the steamer is almoet indearribable 
and the elTect of the explosion of these 
400 cases of dynamite will hardly be 
believed. The i>ower of the explosive 
shot tons of iron into the air, wnere it 
Bias'ed with the burning fragments 
Of ttie steamship, tug an 1 wooden quay, 
aa well aa with the mangled bodies of 
hundreda of the unfortpinate people. 
wHoTweri bnrled upward at the same 
time, and the falluig of this horrible 
mass can be better imagined than de-

flames wMca et>rang up fli-om a mass o: 
buildings and whicn begru to spread 
w^ the most l^taM xtaUtS. 
Thii qttsy and promittUHM eiosi to the 
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Bcene of the exploeion presented one of 
the meet sickening sights ever wit 
hessed. Mangled and blackened corpses 
were scattered hen and there or were 
in heaps, in many cases, upon the 
wounded asd dyittg, whose fearful 
shrieks of agony filled the air and 
struck tehnt fat? tbi hearts of those 
who aftera tima ■nmmoned anlBoient 
coorairew venture near tho eamage 
ground. 

Over 100 people are said to have been 
precipitateii into the sea by the explo- 
sion and there beneath this hail of 
blood, wood afid iron, they met death 
with the ettin «f the unfortunate 
steamer and the tugboat which was 
aboat to tow her into the bay. 

Un board the tugboat were many 
citizens of Santander who were taking 
part in the work of rescue. All of 
them have disappeared forever. 

A train from tne Drovince which was 
juHt arriving at the railroad station 
when the Cabo Machichacoblew up. ex- 
perienced the fury of tbe explosion, 
was wrecked and set fire to and the 
maiority of its passengers were burned 
to death before any assistance could be 
famished them. 

Hoon after theexplosion, whole blockH 
uiKin Mendes Nunez street, parallel 
with the quay were blazing and other 
portJouH of the otty were in flames. No 
one dared or cared to make any at- 
tempt to stay the spread or the oon 
flagratioa and those who preservec 
enough presence of aind to do so, ran 
wildly about the town crying in horri 
fied accents the news of the disaster to 
tho6e who bad rnHhedfrote thetthoufes 
into the streets in alarm, fancying that 
the end of the world had come. 

Ifi the m^st of this scene of horrible 
panic, when men and women tore their 
hair and cursed or prayed, a few brave 
men retained presence of mind enough 
to jump on horseback and ride to the 
neareet railway stations, where they 
caused telegraniH to be sent to the gov 
ernment and to the authorities ot other 
cities, imploring succor for tiie wound 
ed and asking that fife engiiie.s 1^ 
promptly #ent to the scene. 

The cities of Valladolid, Bnrges, 
Bilbao and Barcelona were quickly 
aronsed bv the appeals for assistance 
and immediately took steps to doevHry- 
thliig possible to assist the strickt'ii 
rity. Fire engines, physicians, mudi 
cine and food were soon sent from the 
cities mentioned, and nothing whh left 
undone to relieve the distress. Large 
forces of troops were also despatdied 
to Santander. the soldiers rendering 
luuHt valuable assistance in the work 
of Hulvage and rescue. 

The loss sustained by property own- 
ers and by poor people who had lost 
their all through the explosion and fire 
is iniuiense. The loss of life is not yet 
determined, but some hundreds of ili-ail 
boUies have already been identified, 
while others will never be recognisceil 
from the mass of bluckened trunks, 
heads and limbs which have been gath- 
ered togotlier in heaps around the fatal 
spot. 5iiuiy of tile victims in ailili- 
tion are unknown, and there seems to 
>)« no wHv of t»»ii!Pg how many met 

their death in the water. 

The shower of iron from the dyna- 
mit«-luden steamer, thrown Into tlm 
air by the explosion, fell upon nearlv 
all i)arts of the town and injured build 
ings at a remarkable distance froui the 
place where the steamer actually ex 
ploded. .Some iilea of the force of the 
explosion can be formed from the fact 
that a num was killiMi by a piece of 
iron, falling from tlie t'aho Machi- 
chaco, at Pena C'astiUtj. two kilometres 
distant from where the steamer 
blew up. 

Anollier remarkable effect of the ex- 
plosion in tiiut the inifortunate steam- 
er's anchor was blown uji iu tlie air and 
fell in the street. yards away from 
whore the explosion took place. In fall- 
ing tho anchor siiiashod a stone 
balcony mto pieces and mink deep into 
the stone pavemenc below. 

Many details of tho explosicju and tire 
at Santander are still lacking, owing to 
the fact that teleKraphic communica- 
tion with that point has not been re- 
newed and none of the local newspa- 
pers have been able to appear since the 
disaater. Even private letters, owing 
to the nanic Which prevails, have not 
reac h<«d this city (irom Santwder, and 
but few private telejpami nave been 
transmitted. 

Santander was lately among the 
most prosperous towns In SpaiQ^ but 
the disaster, which ba^ overtaken It, 
will take many years to repair.

Sheriff Leminc brought Stone into 
th9 coortropm apd the mass rushed to 
tbetwirtOket ilM^of the aotori- 
oas issasabi Bi foamed aa naoon- 
corned as aotlitss.vM fcolng on. The 
indictment ol mtsraev in the first de- 
gree was read to hiih. He ttawered in 
a low voice, that ooald aqaroely be 
heard, "I am guilty." He was asked a 
few questions to determine whether he 
was sane. He answered in an intelli- 
gent and unconcerned manner. 

His wife, Cecelia, was ezamiaed, and 
she stated be fell on some ice last win- 
ter and hurt his bead, and at some 

Eeriods he seemed slightly off, but that 
e had been in bis right, mind the last 
three moiiths. 

Neither the statf nor the defense 
argued the case, and after Judge Hef- 
ron carefully instructed the jury, they 
were given the case and in 24 scutes 
the {ollowiug verdict was returnm: 

"We the jury, find the defendant 
guilty of murder in the first degree, 
and assess us his punishment that he 
shall suffer death." 

The verdict was read, and Stone was 
asked to stand up and receive the sen- 
tence. He walked up to the judge's 
stand, and, with his hand resting on a 
chair, he stood and never quivered. He 
wus told he would be taken to Jeffer- 
8on\ille forthwith, and be held in close 
confinement until before sunrise of 
Friday. Feb. 18, 181)4, when he should 
be hanged by the ueck tutil dead. 

He w*s takOi back to Jeffersonville 
at once. 

The verdict was reoeiTod with pleas- 
ure by all the people. 

Williams, Kays, Whito, Clark, Yar- 
ber and Cosby, whom Stone impli- 
cated, were released on their own re- 
coiniisance to appear at the January 
tarn w coyrt.

Cairo, Ills.. Nov. 0. -The fast Chi- 
cago and New Orleans ve(fiibuled train 
on the Illinois (Antral coming south, 
was wrecked near Allen, 20 miles north 
of here. The tender and a baggage and 
an expresscar were turned over and 
three passenger conches were derailed. 

Fireman Charles Hsrmond of Cen- 
tralia, Ills., wa.^^ caught under the ten- 
der and killed. A switch had been 
turned, j)robably by would-be train 
robbers, and the train ran out on a 
frail switch track leading to a limekiln 
in the woods. The track gave way un- 
der the heavy train with the resul* 
stated. Two tramp.s stealing a ride 
on the blind baggage were also killed. 

The train consisted of 10 vestibuled 
coacht"-. President Fish's private car. 
and a bagxago and expreshcar, the lat- 
ter containing a large ainotintof money 
in a safe from New York in charge of 
Messenger IJoylo and two guards.

The fakir!*, cheap restaurants and keep- 
ers of imtiroviseu hotels have mOved On 
and left tueir tents uufoided. 

"To Rent " signs are all the time be- 
fore the eye. The permanent structures 
that were used for hotels during the 
exposition are being turned into apart- 
ment houses and flats, though some of 
the better hosteleries are yet running on 
the old .system with a cheaper bill of 
fare and their price of lodging divided 
by four. 

Alost of the gates are closed up. Only 
aljout half dozen gatekeejiers are em- 
ployed and visitors at the pay-gate are 
Sfi scarce that the catekeepier is sur- 
prised each time a paid ticket is handed 
him. 

Tiio (^olumhian gniiril-* are tho oiilv 
employes of the e.xpositi' m that need 
not worry about the immediated 
future. There are l,5s7 of them, and 
thev are all to be retained until Dec. 1, 
and the majority of tlieiu will hold on 
until Hjiring, when the Exposition com* 
pany will relinquish oofttrol of the 

grounds. 

It is not yet decided wliat is to he 
done with the huildings. The commit- 
tee on demolition is not disiiosed tobeiu 
a hurry, re^iardin^ it to the interest of 
the Exposition company to give all bid- 
ders a chance It i'^ probable that most 
of the buihiing^, wii! ^tand until spring.

It Will Not Be as Radical M 
Generally Believed.

Washinoton, Nov. C— f here is # 
growing impression amon^ those #h6 
bava talked with majority members of 
the committee on ways and means, 

who are preparing a tariff bill, that 
this bill when it is reported will not 
present such a radical reduction as was 
promised some time ago. Just what 
led to this is not clear except that the 
deficit iu the treasury miUies it im- 
portant that the reductions of the daty 
shall not ba so radical as to impair the 
revenue raising (lualities of the 
measure. 

There have been nunu'rous expedients 
talked of to raise sufficient revenue, 
chiefly those relating to an increase of 
internal taxation. It has been intimat- 
ed that these suggestion.-i have been 
given out with the idea of te^itin^ the 
feeling of the peoj le upon them and to 
see if they will he too much <if a burden 
upon those who will havo to hear them. 
Tnere has been a lull in the ini n;..e tax 
during the week, but it is;evideiit that 
those v»lii> Tavor it have not been idle. 

Mr. Bryan of Nebiatika, a luemher of 
the committee, says that he !.■< devoting 
much time to the iii( (iine t;ix jir^ posi- 
tion He thinks that he is making con- 
verts for it in the committee and iiopes 
to have it reported as a revenue r:!!^in,.; 
feature of the tariff bill. Other niem- 
bers of the committee say that it will 
be impossible now to cut the duties to 
that extent tliat many people seem to 
think fihiiuli! be done, and they ^ive 
out the iiiiprt -piiin that so far frmn be 
ing such a radu al nu iisiire as once pre- 
dicted, it will be a mild reduction all 
around without any heavy cuts on any- 
thing, and with a free li.sf tun so 
largely increased as hac been talked of. 

Indeed, some members are opposed 
to enlart^iug ihe free li.-t to an\ e.xtent 
except in a few and uniinpurtant 
articles, especially wdien the revnues 
of the government aro in their pr- sent 
condition. There is now talk about a 
reduction utkiu coal and iron ore in- 
stead of 8enai.ig both of these articles 
to the free list. 

it is true that in all that has been 
said about the tariff bill nothing offi- 
cially has been given out except the 
statement of Chairman Wilson that 
the first draft of the customs pnrt of 
the bill bad been completed, ^r.

hcilidM>(t. Thursday night, when i'ue 
filibuster was in progress over the quee- 
tion of agreeing to the Wilson resolu- 
tion, providing for the time of report- 
ing the tariff' bill, Mr. Oates of Ala- 
bama remarked that this was the first 
of a series of scenes tbat would be wit- 
nessed while the tariff bill was before 
the house, an<^ the Republicans had al- 
ready given an indication of their line 
of policy of forcing a (iuorum of Demo- 
crats at all stages of the tariff legisla- 
tion. 

Mr. Oatee declared that he thought 
the wlsaom of counting a (juorum 
would be apparent before the bill was 
through tne senate, and expressed 
regret that this provision had 
not been made a part of the rules of the 
house.

The scenee in this eitv have been a la 
'*wild and woolly west. ' The poeee in 
puretrit of the lour men still at large 
came upon them at an earlj hour ytiit 
terday moi ning, two miles from James- 
town, and a lively running fight en 
su^d. The bandits were forced to aban 
don six of their hciruet) and take to 
their heels. They also abandoned sev 
eral overcoata, a pistol and a lot of 
jewelry. The news of the skirmish 
created tho must intense excitement 
here. Soon squads of men were eii- 
:aged in earneat conversation, big 
.rawQy mountaineers with wicked- 
looking Winchesters astride swift 
horses, were hurrying to the scene. 

Toward noon the town was thrown 
into a flutter over tho arrival of two 
strangers, each carrying a pair of 
rough old saddlebgags. It was quickly 
rumored that two of the bandits were 
in town, but such was not the case. 
The HtninKers were peddlers. 

^oon another telephone message was 
received from Jamestown stating that 
the pursuing bloodhounds were in 
rifleshoot of the robbers and that they 
were filing at tho hounds. 

At 2 i>. m. an abandoned horse was 
found five miles from this citv. The 
saddle waB perforated with br^llets and 
the horse badly wounded. In the sad- 
dlebag were found several gold 
watches, a quart of whisky and some 
cheap jewlery. 

At 5 p. m. another skirmish took 
place between the opuosing parties, but 
none' were hurt. The bandits were 
making for the White River bottoms 
on foot. At least 100 men are out, and 
it is thought to be impossible for the 
bandits to escape. In the skirmish 
which took place, in the afternoon, 
Jack Wackerly, who has been strongly 
■nspected of knowing more about tho 
robnery than he would admit, was ao 
ciised of treacliury in trying to throw 
the bounds oil" the trail and was ifut 
under arrest. The house of the Wiick- 
erlys is being guarded and the inmates 
are practically under arrest. Old man 
Wackerly made his escape to the monn- 
taini, but is being pursued.

A mob 
of over 200 men, all mounted on horses 
and part of them masked, from the 
west end of Moore county went to Ned 
Waggoner's house and tooK out Wag- 
goner and his son William, his Ron-in- 
law, Sam Motlow, and Sam Motlow's 
wife, Eliza. All were then hanged to 
a tree on the Boonville turnpike. 

Ned Waggoner's wife was terribly 
whipped and given three days in which 
to leave the county. In the house at 
the time the u^roeswcn i' tiikcii out were 
Henry Motlow and Jell Wi.se, a boy 12 
years old. They state that they did 
not recognize any of the mob. 

All of the negroes hanged were said 
to >)e desperate rhararters. They were 
charged with house and barn burning, 
they having been overheard making 
their plans. The mob, it appears, was 
sure of their guilt. The trouble orig- 
inated from Ed Waggoner being cuu- 
^vidted and sent to the penitentiary last 
year for stealing wheat from Mr. Wo- 
mack. a farmer in that part of the 
country. 

Sam Motlow's wife last year entered 
Mr. Hobbs' house and robbed and then 
burned it. Motlow WAS a desperate 
character and attempted to kill. Mr. 
Dowers, son of a prominent man of 
that oonnty, a few weeks ago,
